After  half  an  hour  spent  in  devotional  exercises,  in  which  the 
Convention  was  led  by  brother  Carroll,  the  minutes  of  the  pre- 
cetding  d.iy  havinjr  been  read  and  approved,  on  motion,  the 
report  of  l-'oreij^n  Missions  was  calletl  for,  and  after  bcinj^  amend- 
ed, was  adopted, and  reads  as  follows:

I.  Tiiu  Moravians  niiiv  Iti;  considered  the  pioneers  of  inodi'rn  I'lote-itait  niia- 
sions  lo  till'  lieatiii  n.  'riiis  si'ct  lias  ni'ver  been  nunicroiis,  luu  it  is  astonishing 
liow  many  missions  Ihcv  have  cstahlislied  and  sustained  with  the  sniiill  means 
at  their  command.  Their  labors  cover  nearly  three-fourths  of  the  cighlecuth 
cenlmy.  und  are  unabated  at  the  present  hour. 

Near  the  close  of  the  18th  century,  tlu;  Kni^lisli  Baptist  Missionary  Socief_v 
was  (omided  under  the  influence  of  Sutclitr,  Fuller,  Carey,  and  others,  and 
presently  Carey,  Marsliman,  and  their  codaborers,  were  sent  out,  and  estab- 
lished missions  Huecessively  in  Hentril,  I5uriuah,  llindoslan,  and  other  portions 
of  the  territory  of  the  East  India  Company.  This  great  movement  stirred  the 
spirits  of  d'ssenters  <if  every  class,  a.*  well  as  the  evangelical  jioition  of  the 
Church  of  En):;liind— the  coiise((Uenee  was  the  formation  of  the  London  Mis- 
sionary Society.  Simultaneously  siirmij;  up  the  Church  Jiissiouary  Society, 
the  KMiilish  Wesleyan  Missionary  Society,  and  the  Scottish  Missionary  Society. 

The  Americau  Hoard  of  Commis-iionerH  for  Foreij;n  Missions,  i^rowini^  out  of 
the  tirsl  society  of  inquiry,  inrormally  bcLMin  at  Williams  Coliei,'e,  was  founded 
in  1810.  We 'need  not  rehearse  ihe'sep  iration  of  .ludsoa  aud  Hice  fnmi  tiio 
support  of  this  lioard  in  1812,  and  the  bej;inniu;;  of  American  missions  by  them 
in  till'  Ivisf.  Our  object  has  bern  in  this  very  outline  resume  to  call  atientioii 
to  the  fact,  shown  by  dales,  that  the  great  work  of  modern  missions  has  been 
mainly  accomplished  in  eighty  years— from  1791,  the  date  of  the  origin  of  the 
En»ilisli  Uiiplisl  Missionary  Society,  lo  the  present  time.  In  that  time,  the 
Scriptures,  in  part  or  whole,  have  been  translated  into  almost  every  important 
language  and  dialect— except  in  Africa— in  tlie  world,  and  converts,  real  or 
nominal,  have  been  numbered  by  hundreds  of  thousands. 

II.  Tiiu  space  allowed  us,  if  statistics  were  at  hand,  would  not  authorize  the 
most  geiur^l  statement  of  the  number  and  condition  of  the  missions  of  other 
deuomiiiationa  of  Christianity  in  the  land.  Is  is  sufTlcienl  lo  s.ay  that  they  are 
all,  in  a  Urge  measure,  llouris'iing.  Of  our  own,  we  may  fiunish  the  following 
facts,  derived  mainly  from  n  porta  made  to  the  Convculjou  at  St.  Louis  lust 
Hpii  g,  for  the  preceeding  conventional  year:

Since  tliese  statistics  were  published  in  the  Minutes  of  th"  Soullicrn  Con- 
vention, additions  have  been  made  to  the  number  of  laboreis;  there  have 
been  freipient  h.iplisins  at  several  points  ;  there  is  an  almost  nnruniled  d.  niand 
for  the  prcachini;  of  a  pure  Gospel ;  it  is  running  and  bein^  glorified,  and 
the  Word  of  God  in  the  pe<iple'6  own  ton;;ue  is  so'ight  with  au  eageruesd 
unknown  since  the  first  upl)eavint;s  of  the  H.efornjation. 

III.  Tiic  futnre  of  Foreign  Mi^sions  is  full  of  hope,  by  wdiomsoover  God 
intends  to  carry 'hem  on.  Of  thi-*,  uol  only  His  abuul  mt  promises  assure  us, 
but  the  insi)ir:nj# facts  that  come  to  the  aid  of  our  failii.  No  enterpri-c  with 
which  Imman  agencies  were  evei  connected  has  been  so  successful.  It  is  writ- 
ten, "Give  and  it  shall  be  given  unto  yo  i ;  good  measure,  pre^si;d  down,  and 
shaken  together  and  running  over."  Whatsoever  we  sow,  in  tlii*  respect  shall 
wo  reap.  It  was  declaroil  of  nn  ancient  church:  "  1  have  somewlial  a>.:ain-.l 
thee  because  thou  hast  left  thy  first  love;  remember,  therefore,  from  whence 
thou  .art  lallen  and  repent,  and  do  the  first  works;  oi  else  I  will  come  (piicklyr 
and  remove  thy  candlestick  out  of  its  pi  lee,  except  thou  repent."  "(<<id  will 
Judge  His  people."  Have  wo  lost  our  first  love  for  Foreign  Alisoious?  for

Rev.  Wm.  11.  Mcintosh  then  read  the  report  of  Howard  Col-, 
lege,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Kducation,  which 
consisted  of  brethren  W.  C.  Cleveland,  J.  Harralson.  nnd  J.  E.  Bell. 

On  motion,  the  consideration  of  Howard  College  was  made 
the  special  order  for  thii-  evening,  at  7  o'clock. 

The  report  on  Domestic  Missions  was  then  read  by  Rev.  G.  F. 
Williams. 

After  remarks  from  brother  Chaudoin,  opening  the  discu.ssion 
of  this  subject,  the  Convention  adjourned  until  3  o'clock. 

Saturday,  3  o'clock,  P.  M. 
Met  pursuant  to  order,  were  led  in  prayer  by  brother  D.  Lcc, 
and  after  further  discussion,  participated  in  by  brethren  C.  Smith, 
J.  L.  D.  Hillycr,,  and  D.  Lee,  the  report  was  adopted,  and  is  as 
follows : 

DOMESTIC  MISSIONS. 

The  cau<;c  of  Domestic  Missions  commatKh  itself  very  nfifiirftlly  to  llio  full 
and  hearty  support  of  all  Christians.  In  prcsenlinK  this  cause  to  tliis  Conven- 
tion, we  would  direct  attention  :  1.  To  tlie  nature  ol  tiic  work.  ])om(!stic  Mis- 
sions i)ro|)o>e  to  nK'et  tlie  religions  claims  of  our  nei;;lib'irs.  No  man  could 
meet  the  contempt  of  Ids  fellow  nu  n  if  lie  allowed  his  next  door  neij;ld)or  to  dio 
of  cold  nnd  hunixer.  The  plea  of  scanty  means  would  not  avail  him.  Tlio 
claims  of  hiunaniiy  demand  lliat  he  should  divide  with  Ids  (h  stitute  and  starv- 
ini;  mijjhhor.  In  like  manner,  the  claims  of  Christianity  si^ecially  reijuire  that 
we  should  olfcr  the  hrcadof  eternal  life  to  the  houIs  around  11 '  who  are  perish- 
ill);  Bpiritunlly.  Domestic  Mibsions  propose  to  act  the  part  of  the  p)od  fc^amari- 
lan  with  liie  soids  that  the  great  Adversary  has  slrippeil  and  woniuled,  and  left 
half  dead  upon  the  World's  inhospitahle  field,  In  a  word,  the  n.vture  of  tins 
work  is,  doin^jgood  as  we  iiave  the  opportnidlv.  !i.  The  dnnind  fur  this  work. 
It  will  never  cease  tid  tlie  victories  of  tlie  cross  are  complete.  When  lh<'  king- 
doms of  tin'  world  hecome  tlie  kingdom  of  our  Lord  we  shall  have  no  use  for 
Domestic  Missions,  hut  not  till  tlien.  Cod'H  |)eople  ought  not  to  think  that 
ihey  ever  are  to  be  free  from  the  responsihility  ol  sustaining  Domestic  Missions. 
It  is  part  nnd  parcel  of  the  Curlsiian  syslem.  At  present  there  are  many  wasto 
jdaceH  crying  ti>  Zion  for  iidp.  There  are  in  this  State,  to  speak  of  no  other, 
wide  e.xtf'ntsof  territory,  wheie  few,  if  any,  (Jospel  privileges  are  enjoyed — hero 
nml  there  large  familifs  without  IMh'es  or  religious  inlluence.  A  carel&.'H 
olmerver  can  hardly  fad  to  see  that  the  demand  for  this  work  is  constant  and 
prc'^riing.  3.  Encouragement  to  push  lorward  the  work.  Look  at  the  success 
of  Domestic  >Iitsions.  Turn  to  the  reports  of  our  Associa'dons,  find  of  the 
Domestic  Mission  Hoard  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  In  the  minulea  of 
Ihul  Convention  in  the  Ilonys  aiut  Foreiyn  Journal,  Of  ull  liio  encouraging 
facts,  w«  Insert  here  only  one  loitancc,  showing  Iho  increased  interest  in  thin 
work: 
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The  ProvidonrnR  iplist  As«iori;Uion,  niimhfrina:  n  litllo  loss  thnn  fiftnon  liiin- 
«lrc(l  nicmlicrs,  siipporlod  a  inissioMiry  witliiii  their  IioiukIh  nt  a  s;ilnry  <>f  |1  .'JO.'! 
for  the  Vfiir.  HiH  npurt  kIiowi,  Ix'sides  llic  i^etunil  npb>iil<liiiK<>f  tlH'clniiclics, 
Ihu  iidiiition  of  123  iiu'iuIhtk.  licsi.lc  this  missionary,  iinotlier  one  was  kept  in 
tlic  field  a  part  of  tbe  time  l»y  indiviiiuul  direction  and  support,  and  by  <'luirch 
and  iiidividunl  siil.scriplion  !f7(K)  were  paid  lo  liie  Domcfitic  Mission  Board  of 
•the  Soiilliern  Uiplist  Conventri'in. 

At  tliu  meeting  of  tiic  Association  a  few  week*  since,  two  missionaries  were 
nr^pointed,  with  salaries  amniinting  lo  )ff2,'J"ift— .'li.rtllO  of  which  >.-as  pledLced  l»y 
Ilio  Asisociation,  and  $2.">0  liy  the  Doniesiio  Missioii  Hoard  of  tiie  Southern 
J5ai»tist  (.'onvenlion.  Thus  lnri^er  plans  iiave  been  inaiv;;iiral''il  in  that  Associa- 
tion resnllinij  from  the  good  sncccss  of  last  year.  Th»-«p  tliimrs,  consi(l<'ring 
that  the  Assoi-iatioTj,  as  (o  means,  is  ^)r(il>:ii)ly  one  of  the  poorest  in  the  Slate, 
are  foil  of  encouragemeiiL  Aslendin;^  to  tiic  saineefT'-ct,  we  hopconr  breiliren 
will  familiarise  (lieinselves  with  nil  that  1ms  been  doAC  by  the  oilier  Associa- 
tions in  the  State,  and  by  tlie  Domestic  Mission  Hoard  of  the  Soiiiliern  B  iidist 
Convention. 

4.  The  way  in  which  this  work  may  be  ndranced.  One  thing  will  certainly 
t)C  indispensable,  viz:  individn  il  elfort.  Kvery  member  of  all  our  chnrclies 
Fhoiild  bo  II  missionary — a  misHionary  in  the  true  sense  of  tho  term,  i.  «., 
<'ngaged  personally  by  the  use  of  lime,  means  and  influence  in  bringinij  souls 
loCliiist.  The  memU-rsof  our cliurilies  should  look  around  them  and  see  who 
is  spiritually  needy,  and  stretch  out  their  hands  to  help.  To  come  personally  in 
contact  with  needy  souls  inw|)ires  with  ('hristim  zeal.  We  shall  nee(l  noliiing 
better,  with  the  help  of  the  Divine  Spirit,  lo  enlist  us  fully  in  (he  cause  of 
missions.  Indeed  they  are  enlisted  already  who  make  personal  elTorts  for  tUc 
salvation  of  siouK 

liut  beside  individual  clTort  wc  mnst  have  iissociaf-c  odort.  And  this  is  a 
natural  conse(|Uence  of  individual  elTort.  Those  who  are  most  intiresied  in 
Ihc  spiritual  welfare'  of  tho.se  coming  under  tUeirown  observation,  will  soonest 
think  of  the  interest  of  those  of  anotlior  iic'ighliorhood,  town,  or  city.  Their 
care  for  souls  \h  ppontancoutily  extended.  It  i.s  as  natural  that  il  should  l)e 
so  as  that  the  leaven  should  leaven  (he  three  measures  of  mt-al.  Tlie  great 
Mptcslion  of  the  Apostle  "for  he  that  lovelli  Hot  his  l»rother  wlxim  lie  h.ath 
seen,  how  can  he  love  God  whom  he  hath  not  gecuy"  containn  the  sjiiril  of 
inissions.  The  love  of  GoJ  once  sUi-d  abroad  in  the  heart  flows  liack  to  (Jod 
not  only  dircctlj',  but  Ihrongh  the  chnrcli  and  (he  worM.  It  goes  out  from 
lis  posKes«<ir  in  conccntiic  circles  through  all  tbe  brotherhood  and  through 
all  mankind  till  it  iiaches  ilK  indnile  source.  And  lh<!  more  it  llius  Hows  forth, 
the  richer  is  its  Rbnndaiicc  in  the  heart.  Tbii  i\leusion  of  Christian  lovc 
•calls  for  c<)rres\K)iurn\g  extension  of  ejl'ort,  and  so  iiris<'s  iisso<'iate  tH'orl  lo 
;tccomplish  what  as  iiidividnnis  wc  see  is  eminently  (lesirable,  hut  what  in 
our  indivichial  capacity  wo  are  miablo  lo  nccoiiiplish.  riom  thest- <on>4de- 
ratlonHwe  M-eclcarlv  onr  relalloimliip  to  <nir  orgaiii/.alions  and  Hoards.  Tliey 
:ire  the  agents  which  onr  nssocialo  elT<irts  employ  to  iKvomplish  oMf  objeelN. 
Hence  lh<f.(>  orga'dzallons  and  Honrds  iiro  no  Incnbui  on  ns  iw  w«'  are  loo 
much  iiulineil  lo  feel.  They  do  not  come  lo  us  and  usU  thai  wo  hIimII  livo 
for  lliein,  but  we  go  to  them  iind  nnk  tlial  they  uliall  live  for  tis,  for  Ihc 
dictates  of  our  (Jhrislian  Jove  cannot  he  accomiilished  without  llieiii.  Wo 
beg  them  lo  Pervo  tis,  and  give  them  the  means  by  which  they  may  do  il. 
Then  tlic  work  of  Domestic  Mi'-sions  will  U-  heft  advanced  by  uwakening 
that  lively  personal  sympathy  and  effurl  in  our  Uedeetaer's  cause  which  ger* 
minutes  into  tflleleivl  j«Keocia(c  effort 

5.  Our  present  need.  Tliero  is  such  a  lack  of  funds  to  employ  all  th« 
Jigencies  wo  could  wish,  and  siicU  calls  on  the  Domestic  ^lission  JJoard  of 
the  Southern  Haptist  Convention  for  missionaries  and  aid,  that  it  seems  omi* 
dently  fitting  tliat  wc  should  make  use  of  that  tried  and  efllcient  agency  in 
carrying  on  our  mistionary  cnterpiise.  And  wc  would  recommend  that  ihe 
fullest  co-opcrotluu  of  our  brctUrcu  ho  givcu  to  \h&t  lioard.    Wo  uDdefstaad 
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tlifit  A''<(ochtions  m  onr  Rtatr,  pmlirnrin?  n  in(Hii')or«l>ip  of  nt  Tcrx't  ton  thou- 
Man<1,  i\ro  not  ypt  co-opcrmln?  witli  the  I^)Il^tl.  Wn  most  cnrnrslly  rocom-

Ist,  A  plan  for  enilnwrnq;  the  Collejo  has  been  adopted  by  the  Board,  the 
details  of  which  nre  not  given  in  therr  Iteport,  but  which  your  Comnjilico 
undersliind  to  l)e  upon  the  jilan  of  lite  insurance,  under  an  arrangement  be- 
tween them  and  the  Nalionil  Life  Insunmce  Company  of  America  ;  an  experi- 
ment as  to  tlip  success  of  which  the  Agents  of  said  Company  indulce  sanguine 
hope,  md  wHo'j  is  to  cost  the  College  nolhiog  in  case  ot  failure.  We  are  not 
nniho  i'.ed  to  believe  tliat  under  Ihe  most  fnvorftbtb  workings  of  the  plana 
sntflclcney  of  mouey  can  bo  immediutely  realized  to  iflet^  the  pressing  need* 
of  the  College.

The  Tmsiopa  of  Howard  Colleije  take  pleasure  in  reporting  to  the  Conven- 
tion tilt;  sufce'<sful  manai^cn^eut  of  this  Insiitmior,  under  the  administration  of 
l{cv.  S.  K.  Fieeinan,  assisted  by  the  able  and  lab(;r;ous  Faculty  as.social('d  witli 
liitn,  (or  lh(!  scsvioti  of  1H70  and  1H71. 

Since  thi>  close  of  this  scholastic  year,  some  Inijiortant  changes  have  been 
made,  atid  a  plan  for  llie  cndowmt  itt  of  llie  Collc;,'e  adopted. 

Col.  .1.  T.  .Murfec!  hiis  been  eleclcd  to  tlie  Ficsidcncy,  and  Ilev.  H.  R.  Ffi^enian 
takes  charge  of  the  tlieologioai  department.  This  \va>i  the  suggest  ion  of  Dr. 
Freeman,  and  we  ho])()  will  inei'l  with  tin'  approval  of  Iho  Conviiiliou  ami  tho 
d<'noininaiiiin  in  tlie  State.  It  is  due  to  Dr.  Freeman  to  say  that  his  (onii'w  tion 
with  tiie  Collcgi;  has  been  marked  with  devotion  to  it.s  it)tere'H,  and  that  to 
liim  we  art!  birgely  uidebtcd  tor  its  present  pros|>eiily.  Coi.  .Mnrfee  brings  a 
higlu\'ptilation  as  an  organi;'.('r,  disciplinari m  ami  iiiniructor,  and  has  entered 
upon  liis  diitii  s  with  the  mo>*t  tlaltermg  pr(np<<'ls.  An  additional  ciiair  has 
been  lillcd — that  of  iMiglish  Litei  Ainre — by  I'rof.  T.  11.  Hawkfs,  a  gentleman 
well  fitted  by  his  literary  tastes  and  culltiro  liir  the  position.  Tlie  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Faculty  remain  as  heretofore.  It  is  but  simple  jiistiee  to  say  of 
thein  that  in  ability  and  faithrulncKs  the  Faculty  of  llovard  College  is  not  sur- 
passed by  that  of  any  other  Tu'^tilution  within  our  knosvledgi-.  We  believo 
that  a  yining  man  who  has  the  capacity  and  dispositi<m  to  learn, can  arvpiin?  nA 
thoroiigli  an  education  here  as  can  be  ntronled  anywhere  elie,  and  it  llu-y 
choo^e'io  avail  tliemselv(!s  nf  the  mess  system — at  less  cost,  board  having  ave- 
raged for  the  pa>-t  session  $7  .^o  per  month.  By  the  material  aid  whiil;  lliO 
friends  of  the  College  can  give  by  their  ]>.atronago  and  such  pecuniary  assist- 
ance as  they  can  alFord,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  future  history  of  llowa.-il 
College  should  not  be  as  crei'.itable  (o  the  denomination  and  the  Stale  ns  that 
of  any  other  Institution  in  Iho  country.  Last  session  1 17  Btudents  imiricul  ileik 
To  llie  preseul  lOi  have  entered,  but  a  hkrg<*r  number  is  now  in  the  regular 
college  cl,as,ses  lliim  at  any  time  during  the  last  year.  We  regret  thai  we  can- 
not report  as  fivorably  of  Iho  linancial  condition  of  the  Institution.  Tuition 
last  sessinp  did  not  uiect  the  current  expeiwes,  aud  to  ])ay  the  salary  of  tlic 
I'rcsident,  the  Board  of  Trustee  s  were  forced  lo  borrow  the  sum  of  .'f'J.itOO  from 
the  fund  In  the  hand*  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  They  fell  authorized  lo  do 
so  by  the  insiructions  of  the  Convention  labl  year,  coutaiucd  ia  the  4ih  resolu- 
tion of  the  Ueporl  on  Education. 

We  have  to  ask  that  the  Convention  will  further  allow  Iho  Board  of  Trustee* 
the  use  of  the  balance  of  tho  wimc  fund,  when  collected,  to  meet  the  liabililicA 
of  n  like  kind,  wliich  amid  not  be  avoided.  This  cxpcudiluic  is  iudi&pcusable 
to  the  working  of  the  College  tho  present  seiwion. 

Wo  cauuul  clusc  tliis  Report  without  an  c.vprcssioQ  of  our  sense  of  bereave* 
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mcntln  tjic  (1p(\tl)  of  the  ITon.  Win.  1'.  ('liitton.  for  many  years  a  momhfr  of« 
tliis  Hoird.     VViso  in  rounHcl,  warm   in  liis  syin|)UliicM,  gt'neroiis  in  liis  hunc- 
fiirlions,  nnd  o:irncst  in  iiis  pictv,  while  lu- w;is  opaml  to  us  lio  was  a  lowor 
(if  Klnnctli,  nnd  now  tluvt  he  lias  hccn  taken  from  us  he  has  left  rt  mciuiury 
frnirrnnl  with  virtues  llmt  nre,  iinrnortHl.

Carroll, 
C.C.  Huckabce.  H.  H.  Crumpton,  W.  B.  Harralson,  VV.  E.  Lloyd, 
the  report  was  adopted,  as  follows: 

iiEl'OIlT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 
It  is  a  source  of  mortification  llial  our  report  in  rei^anl  to  ilio  number  and 
condition  of  the  Sundiy  Schools  ol' tlie  Stale  is  not  more  siilisfiictory.  Owin:;  to 
{mporlant  and  pressing;  business  en>;a>jemcnt»  of  the  Cliairman,  not  .as  mucli 
time  lias  been  devoted  to  the  woik  as  was  desirable  and  ne<  i's>:ary.  Ncvertlie- 
less  hundreds  ol'  blanks  and  letters  Imve  hern  sent  to  all  parts  «>f  the  Slalc, 
Letters  have  been  addressed  to  scores  of  pastors,  and  blanks  have  lircn  for- 
M'arded  to  all  Superintendents  and  other  brethren,  who  it  was  thou;:ht  would 
idd  in  the  work.  Some  have  replied  proniplly,  promisin;:^  us  their  aid  and  co- 
operation. ]\Ianj-  have  not  responded  at  all ;  we  must  believe  that  their  lailuro 
to  do  so  has  been  tiie  reault  rjither  of  Ibriretfulness  than  of  indillereuce.  liut 
whatever  be  the  cause,  the  fact  is  none  tin;  less  painful  and  ■lortifyin;,'.  \ 

It  Is  confidenily  lioi)ed  that  repealed  and  iiersistent  clfortB  will  be  crowned 
with  ultimate  succass.  As  our  table  of  statistics  shows,  we  have  rec(  ivcil  com- 
niete  and  i)artial  reinrns  from  148  schools  and  1,1(U  teachers,  7,()(i'.)  scholars, 
1,740  church  incnibers,  .'f'J.T.'iO  70  contributed,  '.],'2\H  child's  pa))ers  (mostly  ull 
"  Kiml  Words  "),  4(i7  adtlitions,  o()7  conversi'iis,  2i  boldin::^  teai'hers'  mectinj^s 
and  102  continuing  (hiring  the  whole  year.  We  are  satibtied  that  no!  liaUoI 
the  schools  have  repor'ed.  If,  therefore,  the  Convention  could  devise  some 
j)lan  by  which  it  cottld  be  brought  into  more  direct  and  fretpient  communica- 
tion with  all  the  tchools  in  the  State  a  great  inipitns  would  be  given  to  the 
.  woik,  and  the  interest  of  the  denomination  highly  |)ron)otcd.  Your  Committee 
do  not  desire  nor  intend  to  deal  In  any  extravagant  e.xpressionH  in  regard  to  tlio 
importance  of  Sunday  Schools — we  simply  desire  that  their  value  ns  auxiliurics 
to  the  churches  should  not  be  overlooked.  Other  denominations  aie  becoiniiif,' 
alive  to  this  work,  and  it  behooves  us  at  least  to  keej)  ahead  of  them.  Tliu 
Methodist  C<)nference  of  North  Alabama  rei>orl8  twice  as  many  schools  as  wo 
do.  Why  is  this?  Not  because  they  have  more  schools,  but  because  of  their 
systematic  i>lan  in  securing  returns.  Your  Committee  are,  then-fore,  painfully 
iminessed.  with  the  conviction  that  unless  some  more  united  and  sysuniatic 
jilan  is  put  on  foot  we  shall  not  come  up  to  the  full  measure  of  our  duly.  Wc 
lurtlicrmore  believe  that  it  is  of  the  highest  imporlance  that  wc  should  be  inoro 
closely  connected  with  the  Sumlay  School  lioard  of  the  Soulliern  IJ.ipiist  Con- 
vention, and  also  with  the  various  Asso(  iations  in  our  State.  To  this  end,  wo 
nsk  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions,  with  the  request  that  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Convention  appoint  a  comniiltee  to  nominate  the  necessary  ofllccrs 
of  the  Board  or  Executive  Committee  Damcd  In  the  rosohuion :  "

Rev.  E.  B.  Tcaguc  bein<;  in  the  Chair,  the  Rev.  Samuel  Hen- 
derson made  the  following  report : 

The  importance  of  9\8temalizing  our  plans  of  raising  money  for  our  various 
objects  cf  benevolence  is  universally  lell  by  all  our  churches  ;  and  lids  has  been 
felt  the  more  keenly  withiu  tlie  last  few  years  since  our  country  has  bee  'Uic  so 
univcrsjilly  imi>ovetished.  The  large  contiibuiiona  that  were  fo;  inerlv  made 
by  the  more  wealthy  are  now  mainly  cut  otT,  nnd  this  deficit  must  now  be  sup- 
nlietl  by  multiplying  the  numberof  the  contributors.  But  how  lo  do  this — how 
to  reacli  the  great  body  of  our  members,  is  a  question  of  anxious  and  painful 
enquiry.    It  certainly  cannot  be  done  until  our  pastors  shall  become  more 
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^rnncrally  alive  to  the  pultjrct.  C;in  those  pastors  br  induced  to  take  Imld  of 
tiiia  iniiitery  We  are  fiiily  persuaded  iliat  onr  ehurclies  wonhl  do  (cu  timea  as 
imicli  as  llicy  are  doing  if  our  licncvolfnt  entt-ipiiseH  covdd  l»e  linni^ht  Ijvfore 
Ihein  in  a  proper  nmnner,  pcrviiHcnUy.  Tliey  iirc  not  asked  to  coutriUute,  and 
hcuce  notiiinji;,  rfjinparativcl}',  in  done. 

It  i-<  a  low  esliniiiie  of  our  uiimbirs  in  this  State  to  say  that  theie  fire  fixty. 
five  tlionsand  white  mernhers  in  our  chnrclies.  Now,  siippo><e  lh<re  could  he 
realized  an  avemue  of  10  cents  from  eacli  of  these  nienilxra  to  ilio  three  Hoards 
of  the  Soutltern  Iliptist  Convention,  and  2.j  cent^  f<>r  our  Slate  interests— say 
the  students  of  Howard  ('olle;je  and  the  general  interests  of  tlie  C(U)ventioQ, 
iu  all  50  Cents  from  each — wiiy  this  would  amount  to  laisfely  over  .$;JO,0(iO 
annually,  and  y<'t  the  great  body  of  our  members  wouk'  feel  in<^ulteil  to  be 
a<^ked  lor  so  snudl  a  mite.  And  we  repeat  the  inqidry,  can  any  plan  be  adopted 
that  will  reach  the  great  m«s3  of  our  members? 

We  are  jiersuaded  that  no  one  can  improve  the  Divine  plan  laid  down  in  the 
New  Testament:  "  Upon  the  first  dny  of  tlie  week,  let  every  one;  of  you  lay  by 
him  in  hbue  as  (Jod  has  piospered  him.  that  llure  be  no  gntlieriiii:  wlien  I 
come."  Oliserve  ihc  l're(]uency  with  which  tlii»  serviec?  is  in  l)e  i)eiformcd; 
every  Sabbiilii — "upon  tlie  first  day  of  the  week."  The  universality  of  tlio 
obligation — "  every  one  of  you,"  And  the  rule  by  whi(  h  their  bent  faoiions 
are  to  be  graduated — "according  as  (jod  hath  prospered  him."  Now,  if  wo 
could,  t<)  any  extent,  approximate  this  rule,  it  would  work  a  maulie.'it  <hunge 
for  the  belKr.  It  wo  could  but  secure  periotlicity  in  our  contribu'ions,  eilhiT 
monthly,  quarterly,  or  even  annually,  it  would  be  un  umazing  uride  for  the 
better. 

Vour  committee  would  venture  to  suggest  in  the  light  of  these  ficls  and  con- 
Pideraiions  th;it  our  pastors  and  ehuichesbe  uiged  b>  take  up  ((uaitiily  collec- 
tions in  something  like  the  folicnving  order:  Let  the  colleetiou  <n  tl'v;  Ijrst 
quarter,  emlirjicing  tiict  months  of  January.  February  and  Miireh,  In;  appropri' 
ated  to  tile  IJoard  of  Domestic  and  Indi.m  Missions.  Leltlie  c<db'(tion  betaken 
In  Jiinnaiy.  Let  the  collection  of  the  serond  tpiarter,  1  inl)riieiiig  the  inonlhs 
ol  April,  May  and  June,  be  given  to  the  Board  of  F'oreign  Mis>ions.  Collec- 
tion in  April.  Let  ihe  collection  of  the  tldrd  (piarter,  embiaeing  tliti  montlig 
of  July,  August  and  September,  be  devoted  to  the  Rniiday  School  JJoartl  Col- 
lection in  July.  Let  the  |)rofeeds  of  tlie  fourth  quarter,  embmcing  the  monllis 
of  October,  I^oveiiiber  and  Deceniljer,  be  devoted  to  the  interests  ol  onr  State 
Convention.  (Collection  in  October.  We  would  also  su;,^gest  whether  it  would 
not  be  wt  11  to  revive  the  plan  of  holding  missionary  meetings  in  allourcliurches 
during  the  first  two  weeks  in  the  month  of  July  \n  ea<:h  y<;ar.  This  plan  wan 
adopte<l  II  few  years  before  the  war  by  many  of  our  Assoeintious  and  chuichts 
with  tlie  most  encouraging  result«,  both  in  inspiring  a  mi.s^ionary  spirit  in  the 
denomin  ition,  and  promoting  the  spiritual  interests  of  the  chuielns.  Many 
prncious  revivals  of  religion  followed  these  meelings.  The  ministers  of  each 
Association  could  <lividc  themselves  into  convenient  bands  of  two  or  three, 
publish  their  appointments  a  month  in  advance,  and  tliu.',  be  eiui'iled  to  vinit 
nearly  or  (|uite  all  of  our  churches  within  the  two  weeks  specified.  If  such 
meetings  as  these  could  bo  kept  up  two  or  three  years,  we  are  persuaileilj  that 
it  would  place  all  our  great  enterprises  upon  their  former  T'oling.  The  minis- 
ters, deacons  and  memiiers  engaged  in  tliese  meetings  could  se>k  to  systema- 
tize our  wliolc  plan  of  benevolence,  and  thus,  if  we  could  not  sujierscdc,  wc 
could  at  least  greatly  increase  the  tflkiency  of  agenck.s. 

On  motion,  the  Birmingham  mission  was  made  the  .special 
order  this  afternoon,  at  the  beginning  of  the  session.

the  cfTorls  wliicli  tl»p  Domestic  Mission  Ho.inl  i-»  now  mtilon;^  to  CMtaMi-ili  ii  B:i|)- 
tist  intcn-sl  Ht  IJirininu'lnun  ami  Klyfon  ;  and  lliii  interest  is  liercby  rccoinineiuicd 
to  tbe  lilKTiilily  of  our  cljunlic-s  la  tliis  Slute. 

Tiic  Report  of  the  Ik)arcl  of  Education  was  then  read  by  Rev. 
D.  W.  Gwiri.  After  di«;cussion.  participated  in  by  E.  B.  Teaj^ue, 
J.  \Vm.  Jones,  W.  H.  Carroll,  D.  W.  Gwin,  Wm.  M.  Mcintosh, 
it  was  amended  and  adopted,  and  is  as  follows  :

1>C  nicasurcil  liy  tlie  staUsu  s  wliicli  wc  furni^li.  It  is  a  very  dilllcult  tliou:;li 
essc-nii  »1  work  commifted  to  our  care,  but  wc  lament  tlic  apUliy  of  our  minis- 
ters and  churches.  Durifii;  the  first  nine  m<m  lis,  we  nnnl  li.'tters  to  ministers 
and  l:i\men  all  over  our  Stute,  be'^i^inj,'  tliom  to  tnkc  up  a  collection  for  mitiis- 
teriil  support,  in  romplianee  with  a  resolution  of  our  last  (.'onvcniion,  hut  have 
rcoeiveil  no  pecuniiry  respon«p,  cxceplini;  from  one  who^c  nivruc  wc  mciitiou 
with  pleasure  -  Itev.  S.  C.  1  learn,  of  Lafayette. 

iJroiher  \V.  P.  Chilton,  over  whose  death  wc  shed  with  you  fresh  fears  of 
sorrow,  a.s  .'\  member  of  our  IJoard,  early  supccsted  the  ap|)<)intment  of  (in 
Evanu'elisl  lo  aid  in  awakening  the  mluislry,  and  t(!ac!unj,'  ttic  ciiurches  tlio 
duty  of  ministerial  education.  A  denomination  neplectinp  the  hii,'liest  i^rowth 
of  ill"  mini-try  bus  its  resources  impoverished,  its  benevolence  hampered,  and 
Its  e.vistence  diiomeil.  Hut  next  to  spiritual  agency,  the  ;:erni  of  ii-;  growth  is 
mental  training;.  Wc  m.'st  be  tau:,dit  to  think  bet'ore  we  are  (pinlifieil  for  the 
highest  attainments  Consecration  must  precede  culture,  and  culture  must 
precede  success-  Classical  triinin','  should  be  the  basis  of  professional  traiuinq;. 
\Ve  cannot,  therefore,  uttord  lo  relinriuish  the  work  assigned  to  the  acadcnuc 
and  collegiate  inslituiioiis  of  our  denomination. 

In  August  last,  wenpj>ointed  hrntlicr  W.  M.  IXivis our  agent,  with  the  under- 
standing'hat  while  we  could  not  pledge  any  stated  amiMint  of  comp<'nsation, 
he  should  receive  out  of  the  amount  he  might  collect  a  sum  sufUcient  lo  pay  his 
necessiry  travelling  c.xjK-nses,  and  one  buudred  dollars  per  month  as  talary 
while  in  the  field. 

His  report  shows  to  us  that  he  has  l)cen  in  the  field  80  days,  has  visited  3 
Afisociutions.  and  15  clmrchcs,  and  preached  CO  sermons,  not  including  lectures. 
Numlwr  ot  young  preachers  ple(l^;ed  to  be  Pent  to  Howard  fronrHie  field' 
visited  by  him,  3.  Cash  collected  for  the  aid  of  the  young  preachers  at  How- 
ard (and  not  including  some  amounts  pledged  and  yet  to  he  collected),  i|!'20l).10. 
Necessary  expenses  paid  by  him,  ?41  UO—showin/a  balance  to  be  used  in  piy- 
inent  of  sdary,  of  $i.')7.yO.  The  average  collection  per  dot/  for  the  time  he 
has  bee  n  nt  work  has  Ixen  about  ?.'}.74,  and  the  average  outlay  for  neci'ssary 
expenses  ha?  been  about  M  cts.  per  day.  From  this  statement,  it  will  1k>  secu 
that  after  paying  $100  per  month  for  salary,  and  all  necessary  travelling  ex- 
penses, our  work  has  been  self-sustaining,  with  the  probability  that  there  will 
iM?  a  surplus  when  the  pledges  referred  to  have  been  met.

The  Coininiltco  on  liie  Sli\lc  of  R(!li:;ion  be?  leave  togay  tlmt  tlio  data  at 
hnnd.  and  the  biief  time  allowe-l  iH,  will  enable  tiH  to  do  notliini;  more  llian 
submit  II  brief  report,  t-ikiiiji  only  a  general  ami  indefiiiite  view  ot  litis  LTe.it 
subject.  Wu  have  made  it  a  point  to  make  encpiiries  of  various  bnlhren.'nnd 
general  statenivnt^  justify  ns  in  the  opinion  that  aniong  the  cluirchc.-t  in  iminy 
j)urta  of  tl:e  State,  the  causa  of  vital  godliness  is  not  depreciating,  but  really 
improving.  Theie  is  as  much  interest  manifi  sted  in  Sabbath  srhools,  jtrayer 
meetinirs,  ministerial  support,  and  general  benevolence  us  at  any  lime  since  the 
late  war,  and  perhaps  in  some  of  tlu-^e  things  there  is  an  incn-ase  of  interest. 
Very  many  of  our  churches  are  growing,  while  the  great  majority  of  our  miu- 
isters  are  faithfully  pro>eculing  the  work  of  their  high  calling.  It  is  believed 
that  in  Alattjim  i  there  have  been  as  numerous  and  extensive  revivals  this  year 
as  in  any  other  lor  the  last  ticvcral.  In  these,  many  new  converts  have  been 
broiiglii  into  the  churches,  (uriiisjiing  new  material  for  the  development  of 
Chiisiian  traced  and  enlarged  usefulness  in  the  cause  of  Christ.  There  is  no 
greater  defect  than  that  which  fails  to  put  the  young  Christian  to  woik.  It 
pains  us  b)  slate  the  fact  that  while  everywhere  there  i.s  room  for  improvement 
in  dtvotedncss  to  the  claims  of  our  Saviour,  there  arc  yet  manv  parts  wlieru 
fwir  churches  once  flourished  and  were  the  power  of  our  d  nom'ination  in  llie 
Slat<',  that  present  to  us  now  vast  moral  wastes,  calling  aloud  fir  the  p.uigs  of 
Zion,  the  jiruyers  of  the  sain t.s,  and  the  voice  of  tjie  living  ministry  willi  the 
Word  <.f  life.  It  is  frecpienlly  found  iliil  the  sleep  of  formalism  und  worldli- 
ncs3,  ftided  by  the  dissemination  of  religions  which  may  have  something  of  the 
form  of  godlinesfl,  but  which  deny  the  power  iherfof^  are  insiduously  working 
tlieir  way  into  the  hearts  of  our  people,  and  pupphriling  the  vital  truths  and 
essential  principles  of  the  higher  Chnstiun  life,  and  leading  to  the  virtual 
aband(mment  of  pure  and  undefiJed  religion.  1.  We  need  more  of  consecra- 
tion in  the  pulpit  and  the  pew,  of  jx-rson  and  property,  time  and  talent,  to  the 
cause  of  our  Ucdeemer.  with  more  of  faith  in  llim  and  llis  cause.  2.  Wcnccd 
fiirgicaler  familiarity  with  the  teachings  of  the  Holy  Miblo.  We  claim,  in  ii 
higher  sense  Ihan  any  other  people,  that'the  Word  of  (Jod  is  Ibe  embodiment 
of  our  taith  and  rule  of  our  iiructice,  that  our  principles  and  practices  are  in 
tbe  Scriptures,  and  yet,  i\las,  how  little,  many  of  our  people  know  of  this  won- 
derful Book.  There  should  be  special  and  increasing  efTorls  made  by  pastors 
and  teachers  in  Sabbath  schools  to  induce  our  children  and  membership  to 
Bcarcli  the  Scriptures  dally.  8.  Wo  need  nmrc  of  the  spirit  and  practice  of 
prayer.  Thcie  is  room  to  fear  that  secret  prayer,  so  cs.sential  to  true  spiritu.il 
lilc  is  lamentably  neglected,  that  faniilv  prayer,  so  essential  to  home  religion,  is 
almost  unknown  in  many  of  our  liaptist  households;  and  that  in  the  house' of 
God,  where  we  meet  for  worship,  many  cliuich  members  breathe  not  a  word  of 
prayer,  forgot  that  they,  too,  arc  to  worship  Ood,  but  leave  this  spirit  of  grarxj 
and  supplication  in  the  sanctuary  wholly  to  tile  preacher  and  more  prominent 
members.  4.  We  need  a  system  of  believtibnce  which  shall  carry  the  "  lu,\ury 
of  givinj;"  to  every  church  member  in  all  the  land.  Then  may  we  hope  that 
our  toulSiOur  meiuberBbip,  and  our  oburchc«  will  prosper  aad  \ho  waste  places 
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Hhall  rejoice  nnd  blossom  ft«  the  rose,  nnd  tlm  rii,'litcoimne><s  of  (lOiVs  caiine  sliull 
go  forth  us  brightness  nnd  tlie  suWalion  thereof  iia  n  1  iinn  tlin*  bnrneth.
